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Northwestern responds to 
September 11, 2001 


On September 11, 2001, the United States suffered 
a terrorist attack when four commercial airliners 
were highjacked and steered to deface some of the 
nation’s strongest symbols of economic power, na¬ 
tional defense, and social freedom. Two airliners 
managed to destroy the World Trade Center towers 
in New York City, one caused damage to the Penta¬ 
gon, and the fourth is believed to have been headed 
for tire capital but was courageously overtaken by 
passengers and crashed in Pennsylvania. 

Northwestern College was not immune to the 
aftermath of the attack. Many mourned for the lost 
while trying to figure out why the United States had 
sustained such a blow. Though answers were hard to 
come by, steps to recovery soon followed. 

Flags were flown at half-mast across the nation for 
ten days as a poignant reminder of what the nation 
had suffered. Blood drives were immediately opened 
around the nation, donations were taken for the New 
York police and fire department as well as for fami¬ 
lies that lost loved ones in the attack, and the nation 
united in prayer for the devastation that had taken 
place. 

Sarah Wohlhuter, a senior at Northwestern, said, 
"I've always been afraid to give blood, but 1 feel like 
it’s something 1 need to do. It's the least 1 can do.” 

President George W. Bush called for a national day 
of prayer on September 14th, the Friday following 
the attack. For an hour at noon that day, classes at 
Northwestern were postponed and students joined in 
Maranatha Hall to answer this call to prayer. 

As the days following the attack passed, a spirit of 
national pride grew. Ribbons were sold outside 
Nazareth cafeteria to be worn in remembrance of 
those lost while the proceeds went to help the recov¬ 
ery effort that now lay ahead in New York and 
Washington, D.C. Junior Lindsey Anderson was 
seen adorned with ten of these ribbons and said, "It’s 
just a way I can help and show that I will remember." 

Though the reverberations of the shock could be 
felt throughout the year, Northwestern College, along 
with the nation, refused to give up hope and contin¬ 
ued to pull together during this time of need. 

In his national address the night of September the 
11th, President Bush said plainly what could be felt 
across America: "The resolve of our great nation is 
being tested and, make no mistake, we will pass the 
test."

Education Majors are Put to Another Test 

Northwestern College education majors were surprised to 
hear that, starting this year, they have to pass yer another test 
before they can get licensed to teach in the state of Minnesota. 

The new test is Praxis II, a subject assessment test intended 
to measure a potential teacher's knowledge of the subjects 
they will teach. It is part of the Praxis series of tests, which are 
administered to education students nationally and continu¬ 
ally updated based on the evolving needs of individual states. 
The tests were instituted so that beginning teachers could be 
held to high professional standards* 

The Praxis i measures academic skills such as reading, 
writing, and mathematics. This test, taken early in a college 
student's career, used to be the only test mandated by the state 
for education majors. However, the Praxis II is now required 
as well, and this new standard-and its cost--is stirring up 
controversy. 

The price tag for the Praxis 11 test is $150. "We did all we 
could to lessen the cost," said Dr. Susan Johnson, 
Northwestern^ education department chairperson. Dr* 
Johnson said the new requirement caught everyone by sur¬ 
prise, but the test is necessary and appropriate* "It's just 
something students will have to do in order to get that license/' 
she said. 

Student reaction was generally unfavorable* Not only was 
the cost an issue, the tests won't even be graded this year. This 
year's scores will be used to set the standard for future test 
scores* Senior education major Jana Vegge said she "feels like 
a guinea pig." 

Senior math education major Andrew Russell said, "There 
just doesn't seem to be much point in trying on this one, even 
after forking over that cash." With one last year to wrap things 
up before starting their teaching careers, many are disap¬ 
pointed that there are so many hoops to jump through. 
Andrew said, "It feels like the circus never stops."

w executive director of technology at 
L iwesiem College. 

Northwestern has a student body of 
ill ). There are two main computer labs, 
he computer lab in Na/.areth has seventy 
In iliters, I he student center computer 
p t the I hut ill-Knutson dorms (the only 
lei iy-four hour lab) has only twenty-five 
In niters. There is also a small computer 
fci nhe BenUsen Resource Center. There 
lc i ftccn computers and only four or five 


arc available for typing. The other ten are 
reserved for research. If you add up the 
numbers that means there arc i 1 0 comput¬ 
ers for 1,600 students, I f there was somone 
on every single computer on campus, which 
is usually the case {especially in the stu¬ 
dent center), there would still be 1,490 
students who may need to use a computer. 

Many of the students need the comput¬ 
ers at the same lime. For example* in the 
Nil/. computer lab, classes are often held 
when a student may need to use a com¬ 
puter. The access to a personal computer 
lessens the chance of that happening to a 
student. 

The question ofreturning students hav¬ 
ing to purchase a computer if they don't 
already own one is sti II up 1 n the air. As of 
yet* the only students who will absolutely 
need a computer are freshmen, this year’s 
freshmen may have to have one next year. 
If a student is majoring in business or a 
major that has a huge part of their curricu¬ 
lum focused on computer use, they may 
also have to purchase a computer. Juniors 


and seniors will not have to own their own 
computer; however they will be urged to 
have one. 

Many students are nut financially ca¬ 
pable of buying a computer without some 
form of financial aid, or discounts. Com¬ 
puters are not included in tuition. How¬ 
ever, if a student already receives financial 
aid, financial aid will also be included for 
computers. 

"They (NWC) would be willing to 
work with you one on one to Imd out your 
needs. We want to be very sensitive to chat 
and make sure we are providing avenues 
and resources," said Morrow. 

Otherwise, many companies already 
offer student discounts on computers. 
NWC gets most of their computers from 
Reason, a computer company located in 
Lino Lakes* but if a student chooses to go 
a different route that is also acceptable. 

Will this computer requirement steer 
incoming students away from attending 
NWC? The assumption is that it will, 
however Morrow believes that requiring 


students to have computers will have a 
positive impact and may help students 
make a decision to conic to NWC because 
Northwestern prepares their students tech¬ 
nologically for the future.

:accessible to individuals with disabili¬ 
ty For existing facilities, barriers to 
rvee must be removed if readily reeeiv- 
ile " 

Yvonne Redmond-Brown, associate 
oi 'ssor of education and di rector of dis- 
i]| :y services, says that Northwestern 
h v beyond ADA compliance, “Any irt- 
ituiEon receiving public funds is under 
e l Liidelincs of the law. I however, we are 
id r compliance because of what we 
ilkve,” she said, 

Nonhwestern has done many things to 
ve modale indiv iduals with disabilities, 
l'I ding installing automatic doors, reno- 
i[i g dorm rooms, and adding ramps on 


stairways. Redmond-Brown says that 
many people are involved in these changes, 
including members of Student Develop¬ 
ment, Public Safety, Building and Grounds, 
and Disabilities Office for Support Ser¬ 
vices (DOSS). 

Sophomore Rrilta Nicholson is pleased 
with (be things that have been accom¬ 
plished. "They are not ignoring issues. 
I’ve talked to them and I think that it is 
becoming easier," says Nicholson. She is 
also pleased with the environment at North¬ 
western and comments, "People can look 
beyond what I deal with every day and 
look beyond the chair and just sec me.” 

However, Nicholson believes that there 
are still things that need to be worked on. 
The tunnel between Nazareth and Riley is 
completely inaccessable, along with the 
campus busses. Also, the elevator in [he 
Nazareth building often has problems. 


According to Lori Christenson, man¬ 
ager of campus safely, the elevator in the 
Nazareth building was not originally in¬ 
tended for passenger use, much less wheel¬ 
chair use. She says that it was originally 
used for crates and boxes, This is why 
there [ire frequent problems with the el¬ 
evator. 

The lack of accessible transportation 
becomes most problematic in the winter. 
Christenson says that she has to lilt stu¬ 
dents out of their wheelchairs and trans¬ 
port them by truck when it snows. 

Redmond-Brown acknowledges that 
there are inadequacies in (be area of 
accessiblity. Site says, "There is not |*er- 
led ion in the body of Christ, so why do we 
expect perfection in every day life? Per¬ 
fection comes in our willingness to step in 
and help each other to overcome the barri¬ 
ers we encounter." 



According to Redmond-Brown, the 
inadequacies of accessiblity force students 
to grow. "God creates these opportunities 
to help and support one another via physi¬ 
cal barriers within a community," says 
Redmond-Brown. "We arc all one body, 
tl is just a matter of all of us working 
collectively to strengthen the whole body." 

Redmond-Brown adds that accessibil¬ 
ity issues at Northwestern College "make 
us all more aware, more appreciative and 
more cohesive as a family in Christ."

Northwestern Welcomes A New Bridge.... 


Two years ago the bridge to 
the island off the campus shore 
was closed and eventually torn 
down after becoming unsafe. 

The construction of the new 
bridge was completed this year 
after a two-year delay, The 
project was finally completed 
a r o it n cl Tha nksgi v i n g b r ea k a n d 
students were given a surprise 
ribbon-cut Ling ceremony com¬ 
plete, with Smore's made over 
bonfires on the island. 

Monica Groves, dean of Stu¬ 
dent Development said, "The is¬ 
land itself is a retreat spot for 
people. With the beach and vol¬ 
leyball area, along with the hill 
and view of the lake, it is a good 
place for solitude, study, visit¬ 
ing or walking with a friend," 


The bridge was the access to 
the island, so not having that 
available was a d(appointment 
to the students/' 

Located on the island is a 
building that is often referred to 
as the island chapel* However, 
Groves said, "the building is not 
really a chapel at all* It is a 
building that was originally a 
burial vault when the campus 
belonged to the Archdiocese of 
St. Paul. When Northwestern 
purchased the property, the body 
was exhumed and the building 
has been empty, except for some 
storage* The building is rarely 
opened, is very sparse, and is 
more of a conversation piece to 
the college than a functional 
building." 


The estimated cost of the 
project reached $75,000, which 
still does not include the cost of 
a walkway from the parking lot 
to the bridge or any landscaping 
around the bridge and walkway. 
Groves said, "According to Doug 
Schroedcr (Vice President of 
Business and Finance), $50,000 
was set aside from the year end 
surplus for the fiscal year end¬ 
ing 6.30.99. An additional 
$25,000 for the bridge construc¬ 
tion will he requested from the 
small amount of Phase 11 mon¬ 
ies from this year's budget. 

With the bridge now f unc¬ 
tioning, students will be able to 
enjoy the beauty of surrounding 
Lake Johanna when visiting the 
island.
